The James Johnson Property is located on the west side of Lokus Road in the Town of Odenton. Constructed circa 1900, the 
residence on the property is a 1 '/2-story 4-bay clipped front-gable wood-frame vernacular structure that exhibits typical turn-of-the-
nineteenth century cottage features such as canted bays, large front porch, decorative windows and diminutive scale. The house has 
a parged concrete foundation, narrow-width clapboard siding and an asphalt shingle roof. The roof is pierced by a central brick 
chimney. The front door has been replaced, as well as the porch columns. A section of the rear porch has been enclosed and a large 
basement entry shelter is located on the north elevation.

Description of Property and Eligibility Determination: (Use continuation sheet if necessary and attach map and photo). (CONT'D) 

The property is located within the Odenton Survey District (AA-869). The survey district was documented in 1985, 
however, no formal boundaries or determination of eligibility has been made. It is recommended that this property be 
excluded from the survey district due to its isolation from the core of Odenton and lack of material and architectural 
integrity. An evaluation of the Odenton Survey District will not be conducted as part of this study, therefore, the James 
Johnson Property will be individually evaluated for National Register eligibility. The property is recommended as not 
eligible for the National Register. The property type is ubiquitous to suburban areas and does not represent an historic 
event or trend that made a significant contribution to the development of the nation, state, or local community, and 
therefore is not eligible under Criterion A. Cursory historic research indicates that the property has no association with 
persons who have made specific contributions to history, and therefore, it does not meet Criterion B. It is not eligible 
under Criterion C as it is an indistinctive example of a common building type. The integrity of the structure has been 
compromised by the replacement of the porch columns and the partial enclosure of the rear porch. Investigations have 
not been conducted to determine whether the property has the potential to yield information important in history or pre­
history, therefore, National Register Criterion D can not be assessed at this time.
